RATIONING 


PLANS FOR FOODS 


TO BE PRECAUTION TO AS- 
SURE EQUITABLE DISTRI- 
BUTION OF COMMODITIES 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. 
VP)—You will need a ra- 


tion book with your can 
opener beginning in Febru- 
ary. 


In an extra o r d i n a r y 


broadcast to the American 
people. Food Administrator 
Claude R. Wickard outlined plans 
last night to ration 
all canned, 


dried, and frozen fruits and vege- 
tables and their juices Including 
soups, as soon as the machinery 
can be set up. 


The purpose, as Wickard explain- 


ed it, is to insure an equitable dis- 
tribution on the home front while 
supplying the armed jnrces and our 
fighting allies, who together will 
need about 25 per cent of all the 
food that we produce next year. 


In a warning against hoarding, 


the Office of Price Administration 
emphasized that consumers must 
list stocks on hand when register- 
ing for war ration book two, the 
"point" rationing book which will 
be used for canned goods, and later 
for meats and other commodities. 


Stamps will he deducted to cover 


the goods on hand before the ra- 
tion book is issued. 


"Heavy penalties," said OPA, "aro 


provided 
for any applicant who 


makes a false declaration of the 
amount of goods he has on hand," 


Fresh fruits and vegetables, and 


those preserved at home, will not 
be affected, 


Plenty of Food. 


Wickard, declaring that nearly 


half of next year's production of 
canned and dried fruits and vege- 
tables will be needed for military 
purposes, said: 


"On. tho average, 33 pounds of 


canned, frozen, or dried fruits and 
vegetables are expected to be avail- 
able for each person in 1943 as com- 
pared with an average of about 46 
pounds a year from 1937 to 1941," 


"But that doesn't mean." he said, 


"we will be poorly fed. At present 
—assuming thnt we meet produc- 
tion goals and that military and 
Jend-lease needs stay in line with 
present estimates—It looks as If we 
will have a civilian food supply 
about as big as we had In the last 
half of the 1430's.

INFORMATION FOR 
FARMERS KILLING 
AND SELLING MEAT 


Information relative to farmers 


dressing and selling meat, espec- 
ially sausage, has been received by 
Wilbur Wright, chairman of the 
Navarro county war price and ra- 
tioning board, from E. W. Was- 
son, state food rationing represen- 
tative, as follows: 


"There Is no prohibition against 


a farmer killing and selling meat 
provided he docs not do so In ex- 
cess of the same operations for the 
first quarter of 1941, which would 
end now with December 31, having 
started with October 1. The second 
base period which will cover three 
months, will start with January 1, 
and end with March 31, and so on 
until the twelve months is taken up. 


"All that is required In cases of 


this kind Is that the farmer make 
a record showing the gross live 
weight, and the chilled weight of 
the animals slaughtered, the dates, 
etc., covering this. 


"These records should be kept In 
case they are ever asked for. In 
brief, there is little for a farmer 
to do other than to keep this rec- 
ord, and to be sure he does not 
exceed his slaughtering during the 
various periods."

OPA makes it clear In this bul- 


letin that it regards many peace- 
time retail practices as costly and 
"excess baggage" In war times. 


The new supplementary order, 


which cuts across all regulations at 
the retail level, allows curtailment 
or discontinuance of: Those deliv- 
eries which must 
be eliminated, 


changed, or curtailed so that the 
retailer can comply with any order 
of the Office of Defense Transpor- 
tation, and deliveries of reasonably 
carryablo packages, 
except such 


emergency purchases as prescrip- 
tions and sickroom supplies. The 
order further permits the discon- 
tinuance of sales on approval, ac- 
ceptance of articles returned by 
customers, gift wrapping, gift pack- 
aging, lay-away and will-call priv- 
ileges, free telephone calls, services 
performed without relation to a 
specific sale, such as instruction 
classes, stylo shows, store decor- 
ations, free concerts, free refresh- 
ments, and air-conditioning. 


However, for the protection of the 


consumer, the order states specifi- 
cally that the retailer cannot, with- 
out a compensating reduction in 
ceiling price, eliminate alteration 
or remodeling services, nor repair, 
maintenance, or 
Installation ser- 


vices customarily sold with an ar- 
ticle by way of guarantee. 


Similarly, the order provides that 


if delivery of non-carryable pack- 
ages is eliminated, the celling price 
must be reduced by the amount of 
net cost to the consumer of hav- 
ing delivery made by the most 
usual 
and reasonable method of 


transportation.
